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With Honourable C. J. Doherty, 
Minister of Justice us «uest of honour 
the students of the Faculty of Law held 
their annual banquet in the Queen's 
Hotel lust night. One of the most sat- 
isfactory features of the evening wus 
the fact that the dinner commenced 
but a few minutes after 7 o'clock, and 
us a consequence terminated at a 
comparatively early hour. 

A tasty and substantial menu had 
been provided, and those present did 
full Justice to the eatables. After 
coffee had been served, the chairman. 
T. J. Kelly, president of the Law 

Undergraduate Society, welcomed the 

professors and the students. Me then 
proposed the toast to the Klny, till 
present joining in singing the National 
Anthem. Mr. Doherty hud a previous 
engagement, and was forced to leave 
before the dinner was concluded, but 
before guinir he addressed a few words 
to the students and wishing them the 
best of success in their examinations. 
He declared that he 'had prepared a 
long speech, but unfortunately had not 
the time to deliver it. "Instead." he 
said. "I am leaving my notes with 
•Mr. Smith, and he will, I am sure, do 
more than Justice to them." The stu- 
dents arose and sailg "For he's a Jolly 
Rood fellow," as the Minister was 
leaving the room. 

The toast to "Our Cuests" was pro- 
posed in a fitting manner by L, Phil- 
lips, who referred In particular to 
the growth of friendship between the 
Universities of Laval and McGUI dur- 
ing the past few years. "The pres- 
ence of representatives from Laval in 
Quebec and .Montreal." he said, "besra 
ample proof that the desire for such 
a state of things to continue |« not 
by any means one shied." Me went 
on to praise Laval for her many con- 
tributions of men to the public and 
military life of the country, and de- 
clared that in times like these, when a 
common danger threatens the nation 
we should all stand shoulder to shoul- 
der in the fight for humanity. 

Mr. Iteiion, the representative from 
Laval, Quebec, replied in French, and 
spoke of the advantages tO be gained 
from co-operation between the two 
races in the public life ,,f tin- lio- 

tnlnlon, 

Mr. Chauvin, president of the Law 
Society of Laval University, here al- 
so replied in Trench, ami supplement' 
ed .Mr. Phillips' remarks in regard to 
the gOOd feeling between the tWO Col- 
leges here in Montreal. There was no 
sense, lie declared, in cutting one 



another's throats. 

L, DeQ, Prévost, in proposing the 
toast to the Faculty of Law, spoke 
of his coming to the University 
where, he said, "1 knew I would find 
side by side men who represented ev- 
ery creed and language, working in 
common to a common end." The 
speaker touched upon the war and the 
part which law plays in It. Many 
humorous references were made by 
him to Human Law,- -the examinations 
and the Faculty itself. 

Mean R, W. Lee, in reply, said 
that McCliil Daily had made the state- 
ment that what speeches Would be 
made last night would be good ones. 
The Dean very modestly disclaimed 
the fact that a good speech slnVild 
have been anticipated from him. Co- 
ing on to explain the meaning of the 
word Faculty; the Dean said that with 
the professors we must Include the 
students as well as former members 
of the teaching stuff. Me applied to 

tin- Faculty the phrase which Bourke 
used in speaking of human society: 
"It constitutes not only the living, but 
those who are alive, those who are 
dead and those who are to be horn," 
meaning that the Faculty was not to 
be considered in the present tense, as 
It were— It is to he looked upon as 

ext ling over the past and into the 

I future, as well. "The number of 
' graduates from the Faculty of Law Oil 
active service is about 60, while the 
undergraduates number about 15," 
said the Mean, "anil I understand that 
a number of men contemplate enlist- 
ing as soon as the college year ter- 
minates." Tbi' speaker touched on 
the question or friendship Between the 
students of Laval and those of Mc- 

UUI, saying that il was his earnest 
wish that this peaceful and very de- 
sirable state of affairs should con- 
linue. "Many of our finest Students 
are French students," said the Dean, 
"ami if the others who will come are 
of the siime calibre, I shall be only 
loo pleased to welcome them." 

Professor A. McOotin .-poke briefly 
supplementing Dean Lies words in 
connection with the Faculty particu- 
larly as regards the community of 
personal interests which should exisi 

between the two Universities hen' in 
the city. 

Professor IS. K. Howard, K.C., spoke 
of his student days in tin' Faculty, 

ami contrasted i lit- present day serious- 
ness of the law students with that of 

the students of his tinn. lie recount- 
ed an Incident of those days when it 
seems that a dele-ate was asked to 



be sent from the Faculty of Law to the 
Y.M.C.A., and the choice fell unani- 
mously upon a Mr. Sin. The cordial- 
ity between Lava] and Mclîlll and the 
Law students of those two Universi- 
ties In particular was commented on and 
the attitude on the part of the stu- 
dent bodies warmly commended. 

M • Bernfeld. '17. proposed the toast 
to the liar in a few choice words. He 
spoke in a particular manner in re- 
gard to the number of members ot 
the Bar who are serving overseas. He 
supported the admission of women to 
the Bar, and declared lhat there was 
absolutely no reason why they should 
be prevented from practicing. He 
read a number of iiuestlons which a 
man would be (?) asked before ad- 
mission to the liar, one of them be- 
ing. "What Is the first duty of the 
successful applicant?" and the answer 
"Ask l he examiners out for a drink." 
was greeted with loud laughter, but 
of course it must be remembered that 
this was in Hltickstone's time, added 
the speaker. 

Mr. H. à, Smith. K.C.. in reply- 
lug, kept the students in hearty 
laughter during the first part of his 
speech. Me declared that students 
who laugh, drink ami be merry are 
just as apt to pass examinations as 
those who do not do these things. II. 

said that the present members of the 

Faculty and in particular the pro- 
fessor of Commercial Law tslc) were 
as good looking, as learned and as 
intelligent as those who have gone 
before. lie gave, as il solution for 

any trouble between the two races, 
the remedy. "I.. i them all be Irish!" 

Turning to thé war, he spoke of the 
thought in everyone's mind early in 
I!H4. when, after the establishment of 
the Hague Tribunal, it seemed as if 
the day of law and order had collie. 
He wrought his hearers into a fervor 
of enthusiasm when he quoted the 
words of the Bâtonnier of the Brus- 
sels' Bar to the effect lhat the Cer- 
mans could run over, and tramp over 
the principles of justice and the Stilt - 
utes of the country, but the Hun 
; could never tramp oui Law — the 
Igreal immutable Law. lie scorned the 
ideas of many men who go into the 
profession of Law W make money. 
From a financial viewpoint it Is a 
mistake; from the stand of ideals, it 
Is wrong he must be Inspired with 
the idea of upholding (he right and 
suppressing the wrong. "It would be 
fiir belter." went on Mr. Smith, "lhat 

a man should be a reasonably good

THE ENGINEER. 

One.' upon a time in the forgotteu days of leng u"u u young Civil 
Engineer was called niton by two partners in an immense concern for 
consultation and advice in a most important undertaking. The 
partners were Civilization and Industry, and the business in which 
they were engaged was progress. Together they described at length 
to the Kngineer the venture upon which they proposed to stake 
their fortunes, briefly lliej planned a march ; not one such as the 
.fanion- march of N'apoleon in crossing the Alps, or the march of 

Sherman to tin- s i ;i : not a voyage of destruction but rather f 

construction, which was to last not fur a fortnight, hut forever. The 
route which they proposed to lake did not lie alone; the lino of least 
resistance, but traversed almost impenetrable forests, crossed mighty 

chasms, desert-, ami ocean* ami penetrated the earth in ils course, 

Their path was to be made a permanent une in order thai succeed- 
ing generations might follow it with ease. 

It was evident that the enterprise was no ordinary une for its 
accomplishment demanded the working of mine- from which tu ob- 
tain tlie raw materials t" be transferred into the necessary tools in 
thf factories and mills erected for that purpose, I' would be fur- 
ther necessary to encourage agricultural pursuit-, fisheries and trap- 
ping to furnish the worker- with food ami clothing. Stores would 
lie required to facilitate the distribution of materials and supplies. 
Villages, towns anil cities would have to be constructed along the way 
and schools and churches organized for the worker- Highways and 
railroads would have to he constructed and waterways utilized in 
the transportation of men and materials. 

With characteristic thoroughness the Bugii r analyzed Hie dif- 
ficulties involved ami called the attention of his employers to them. 
1'pon bearing the Engineer's report Civilization and Industry "ere 
somewhat alarmed, hut upon his reassurance decided to engage in 
the enterprise. Although the preparation of the plans ami the su- 
pervision of the work called for his clilirc lime, and meant that his 
life would he -pent on the frontier, the Engineer accepted the couv 
mission, and with that high resolution to succeed honorai. ly thai 
lias always been one of the prime requisites of the profession, im- 
mediately assumed his duties. 

years have passed since the Kngineer undertook hi- herculean 
task, and while it is still incomplète, time has proven that the trust 
reposed in him by his client- was merited. The Eugineer ha- blazed 
Hie way for others to follow. He has bridged the chasms, burrowed 
through the mountains and crossed the sens. He has harnc-.-ed the 
water-fall and made it produce the power that fabricated the raw 
materials which Ida ingenuity extracted from the earth. Uj irri- 
gation and l. rt ili/at lun he ha- made the soil productive, and sani- 
tation preserved health in the cities whose buildings hi- skill has 
caused to he fashioned from timber, steel, clay ami stone. There is 
M-arcely any field of endeavor lo which the Engineer lias nut con- 
tributed ami does not continue to contribute. 

The marvelous development of the present day in the field of 
Civil Engineering a- seen in the extension of railroad lines, the de- 
velopment ui' irrigation and water power, the construction of high-

Editor, McGill Daily: 

Dear Sir,— Thi* morning u report ot 
the Students' Council meeting held 
mi Wednesda) evening was published 
in your paper, and if I may uc met* 
milted. 1 should like tu give one or two 
details of the discussion which were 
omitted in that report, and which seem 
to throw a rather different light on 
the subject. 

According to the resolution passed 
by the 1'ndergra.duate Society of the 
Royal Victoria College, their repre- 
soinallves— namely. Miss Spier. Miss 
Xewnlium. Miss Duff and 1 -were "au- 
thorized to discuss upon what terms 
such admission could be granted." so 
that the terms suggested by these re- 
presentatives at the meeting would 
not necessarily be those agreed upon 
by the Undergraduate Society of the 
ft. V. C. 

With regard to the funds, to quote j 
this morning's Dally, "The Hoyai Vic- 1 
lorla College students were willing to 
divert their funds to the Students' So- I 
clety, under the proposed arrange- | 
ment, but they would expect the t'uun- ' 
Ci) to employ these funds solely In 
connection with ft, V. C. organiza- 
tions, and at the saine Ula* allow the ! 
Council no voice in the matter of ex- j 
penditures." This statement is slight- : 
ly erroneous. The representatives 1 
from it. v. c. suggested that a new 1 
fee be determined by the Students' j 
Council for K. V. C. students, which | 
would be equal to the Universal Pee. 
But as women students of the Uni» 
vanity cannot participate in the ac- 
tivities of the McGill Union they 
would not be obliged to pay the Union 
membership fee of three dollars, 
which la included in the Universal 
Pee. The proposed fee would go Into 
the commun treasury of the Students' 
Society, and would include the H. V. 
C. Athletic feo of three dollars, at 
present expended by the Uursiw. the 
Undergraduate Uee, and a certain fee 
to cover the manor activities of the 
University. It was also suggested that 
the Students' Council might either (1) 
grant the full amount of the present 
R. V. C. Undergraduate Pee, which 
is two dollars and one-half per stu- 
dent to the K. V. C. Undergraduate 
Society, and permit that society to 
deal with tho minor clubs of the H- 
V. C. as local organizations; or (2), 
the Students' Council might reduce 
the Undergraduate grant and make 
direct grants, on application from the 
other societies of the R, V. C, treat- 
ing them as they do the similar minor 
organizations of the present Students' 
Society. 

The members present at the Coun- 
cil meeting will also remember that 
the It. V. C. representatives stated 
that the It. V. C. Undergraduate So- 
ciety had decided to rescind their 
original request to control K . V. C. 
news, -because they realized that thai 
control would not give them the slight- 
est influence over the policy of the 
McGill Daily as a whole. They also 
realized that this request could not 
be granted because the Students' 
Council could not legislate for non- 
members of the Students' Society. 

Your reporter quoted me. as saying 
that with reference to the Dnily, the 
n. V. C. students do not exist, and, 1 
added, as Undergraduate*, To con- 
firm this, I believe 1 pointed out that 
although, according to the constitu- 
tion of Hip McGill Daily, that paper 
Is the "Official Organ ..f the Under- 
graduate Body of :..■'. ill University," 
and as member* ut that body the 
students of R. \ . C. should have 
some voice in the control of that pa- 
per, yet, because it Is published by 
the Students' Council, the executive 
of the Student*' Society, of which the 
women students of the University are 
not members, those students obviously 
cannot have any share in the admin- 
istration of the Daily. The terms 
"Undergraduate Body" ami "Student*' 
Society" have been taken as synono- 
mous by the Students' Council, so 
that, until the constitution of the Mc- 
Gill Dally has been chnnged, the Stu- 
dents' Council does not recognize the 
H. V, C. undergraduates as members 
of the undergraduate body of McGill 
University. 

I must apologize for having taken 
up so much of your valuable space, 
hut owing to the publicity given to 
certain features of the discussion be- 
tween the Students' Council and the 
Royal Victoria College representatives, 
it is only Just that some explanation 
Of I he facts be printed.

Vigorous protest has been lodged 
against the action of the University 
of British Columbia in raising the 
puss standard for the matriculation 
examinations from 34 to 50 per cent. 
The University has raised the stand- 
ard to bring It more in line with that 
required by Eastern Institutions, some 
of which require 60 per cent, for pass 
standing. 

The Provincial University, besides 
raising the pass standing, has elimin- 
ated the condition privilege, by which 
, students fuillng in one or two BUb- 
( Jects may proceed with their Univer- 
sity work for which full credit Is given 
j us soon as the student passes the 
j one or two matriculation subjects in 
which he failed. Under the new regu- 
lations a pupil must puss In every sub- 
ject with a record of better than CO 
per cent, before he is allowed to go 
on with his advanced work.

The second meeting of the normal 
study class in missions was held In 
the McOill Y. M, Ç, A. last even- 
ing. As the result of the Missionary 
Institute held In January.' and the 
visit of Mr. J. Lovell Murray two 
weeks later, it was decided to devote 
more time to the study of missions 
than had been the case for some time 
past. The services of Mr. Murray 
Brooks, Arts '08, were an added in- 
centive, nnd many were anxious to 
undertake a. thorough course under a 
man who had actually seen conditions 
on a mlssioiinry field. 

A normal class was instituted with 
Mr. Brooks as leader, with the view 
to study the problems or India. "In- 
dia Awakening." by Sherwood Eddy, 
was chosen as the book to be follow- 
ed, but It was .mtg intended to use 
this book as a grounding. A more de- 
tailed and thorough study would US 
undertaken, especially on castes and 
the religions of India, which Mr. 
Brooks would illuminate by his obser- 
vations. 

Meettngs have been urranged for 
Thursduy evening at the supper hour, 
and aftor supper a half hour tallc will 
be Indulged In. 

Last evening the study nf the dlf 
ferent religions brought out many, in 
lerestlng and instructive points. Three 
things are Included in the religion of 
the Hindoo. They are onste, transmi- 
gration and Karma. This makes the 
Hindoo n pessimist, for he thinks that 
by liU works will he pass from one 
state to another. Jf your works are 
evil you descend one step lower. Thus 
a woman has descended from man be- 
cause of her acts In a previous life. 

There am two sects In Indian re 
llglon, known as Shiva nnd Vishnu 
Cdlt. The former, from North InrMu, 
Is a destroyer of life, nnd the latter 
a preserver of life. 

The people of India differ greatly 
from Americans. Indians are a medi- 
tating and philosophical people, while 
the ruling characteristic of the people 
of America seems to be efficiency.

Suppose it were possible immediate- 
ly to put on a strike-breaker In the 
place of every striker. These new 
men would bo unfamiliar with the 
operating rules. They would not 
know how to perform their duties, and 
there would bo no one lo show them. 
They would he unfamiliar with the 
peculiarities of ' each individual 
stretch of truck. And most of them 
would not know a block signal from 
a sign at a country - crossroads read- 
ing "Buncumvlllo 3 Miles." 

The resulting chaos Is Inconceivable. 
Kuilway operation would cease to 
man und occasional accident and 
would become ono continual smash - 
up. (What a treat It would be for 
the moving picture promoter!) Thy 
toll in life of passengers and employ- 
ees would be large of a certainty, to 
say nothing of the damage to pro- 
perty. 

This is the condition which con- 
fronted every person In the United 
States at the time of the threatened 
universal strike of 400,000 railway 
trainment in September last, and 
menaced a large proportion of Can- 
ada's population when a similar 
strike was threatened on the Canadian 
l'aclfic Railway at a more recent 
date. Strikes of this character in- 
variably are. followed by sympathetic 
strikes of other unionized employees. 

ignoring the financial side, the peo- 
ple of Canada and the United States 
are vitally concerned from the stand- 
point of danger to persons and pro- 
perty. Certainly the laws of the 
country should not allow any body of 
men, no matter how important they 
are, to threaten the safety of the re- 
maining 99.5 per cent, of the people. 
The employment of new men, which 
is the inevitable result of every strike, 
increases the chances for railway ac- 
cidents by many hundred per cent. 

Ha Who Ridst the Rods. 

In the classification of the victims of 
railway accidents given above, the 
third group was "other persons." This 
group should be divided into two sub- 
groups; first, "trespassers." and sec- 
ond, "other persons not trespassing." 
In some discussions no distinction Is 
made between these two sub-groups, 
but this Is a serious error because It 
will be seen that they ure radically 
different. Trespassers are persons who 
have no business within the property 
of the railway. 

Five thousand and eighty-four tres- 
passers — 59 per cent, of all American 
railway fatalities — were killed In the 
United States In 1915. Trespassers 
are not. as is usually assumed, tramps 
and hobos. The exception makes the 
rule. A few arc Buch undesirable 
persons; but probably 99 por cent, of 
the persons Injured by railways and 
classed as "trespassers" are from the 
ranks of the general public. They are 
children playing on the tracks, steal- 
ing a ride on a switching train, or 
climbing over standing cars; mon 
walking on the tracks as a short cut 
to and from their work; persons- 
good citizens— living in the commun- 
ity In which they are killed. 

The plain meaning of this Is that 
59 per cent, of nil fatalities in con- 
nection with the* operation of Ameri- 
can railways is absolutely prevent- 
able; that 14 lives are needlessly snc- 
.•Iflced each day of the year. The 
situation in Canada, from the stand- 
point of percentage, Is little better, 
u'orty-four per eeht. of all persons 
killed were tresiiassers. Forty-four 
per cent, of all Canadian fatalities 
were absolutely preventable. 

Have you ever walked along a rail- 
way track in the. Province of Quebec 
without uuthorlty from the railway to 
do sn? The person who has done so 
was a trespasser. In tho eyes of the 
law that person was no better than 
the "bum" who "rides the rods" or 
steals a ride on the "blind baggage." 

The Michigan Supreme Court has 
said that any sane man, with no im- 
perfections, who unnecessarily selects 
the used tracks of a railway as a 
pathway, and continués to remain or 
wnlk thereon until struck by a pass- 
ing train, is guilty of contributory 
negligence, and neither' he nor his re- 
latives can recover damages. 

The claim Is mude by certain mis- 
Informed agitators of remedial rail- 
way measures that If the railways 
would properly fence and police their 
tracks and eliminate street and high- 
way grade crossings, fewer trespass- 
ers would be killed and injured. That 
Is also the attitude In Canada and 
the United States taken toward tres- 
passing animals. It is peculiarly 
North American. In other countries 
the owners of domestic animals arc 
held responsible for keeping their ani- 
mals off the property of tho railway. 
Just as they are held, responsible for 
Keeping their animals off any other 
property. A different policy was in- 
augurated with railway construction 
on this continent, and it has continued 
to the present. It became the recog- 
nized practice to hold tho railroads 
responsible for any damage done by 
trespassing animals. Hence, if the 
neighbor's horse, or his ox, or his ass, 
or his dog gets on the track and Is 
Injured or throws a train off the 
track, the railway is held responsible. 

During the past six years the rail- 
ways entering Chicago, have sp .nt 
many millions of dollars In elevating 
their trucks In order to eliminate 
grade crossings and to make tres- 
passing more difficult. In spite of 
this, during the months of June, July 
and August, 1912, .139 persons were 
arrested for trespassing on the ele- 
vated right-of-way of four railways. 

Chicago has a special ordinance 
prohibiting trespassing on railway 
property. But when arraigned before 
the Judges of the municipal court only 
K7 of tho 339 arrests were punished. 
In commenting upon this at the time a 
prominent periodical said "Probably 
In no other civilized country can there 
be found public officials whose hearts 
are so tender that they are pained 
more by having men arrested than 
by having- them killed." 

It cannot hut appear incongruous 
that, though the total expenditure of 
the railways entering Chicago to ele- 
vate their tracks in the interest of 
public safety, will be upward of ono 
hundred and fifty million dollars, the 
railways have to furnish their own 
police to enforce the city ordinance, 
and that only 20 per cent, of the ar- 
rested violators of the law are pun- 
ished. 

The situation In other parts of the 
United States and in Canada Is scarce- 
ly better than in Chicago. Some of 
the states and provinces have laws 
prohibiting trespassing upon railway 
property. But even where bucIj laws 
exist the courts are very reluctant to 
punish trespassers.
